Amendments to the claims overcome the prior art rejections made in the previous action. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the linear and non-linear functions of the single shift 
register are persuasive over the prior art. The prior art of record (Moroney et al. 5,054,067) 
disclosed two separate shift registers, one having a linear feedback function and the other having 
a non-linear feedback function, each controlled by a single clock signal. Moroney failed to teach 
the linear and non-linear feedback function operating independently and separately from each

I): The method recited in claim 18 further comprising the step of: 
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other. None of the other references cited in the prior action combine with Moroney to disclose 
the amended limitations to claim 15. 

An updated search did not uncover any new prior art. No art disclosing, nor motivation 
to combine has been found which recites separately and independently controlling a linear and 
non-linear feedback function for one shift register. 

All other pending claims are dependent on allowable claim 15.
